Who would net 
thinke a great inivurie #4 wꝛong done bnto him?Whers 
foꝛe moſt dearely beloued in Chꝛiſt, take good heede, 
leaſt pe, withdꝛawing yourſelues from this holy Sup- 
per, pzouoke Gods indignation againſt you. Jt is an 
eaſte matter foꝛ a man to ſap, I wil not communicate, 
becauſe J am otherwiſe letted with wozidly buſineſſe: 
but ſuch excuſes be not ſo accepted and allowed 
befoze God. If any man ſap, I am a grievous ſinner, 
and therefoze am atraibe to = ze 9 
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pe not repent and amende? Ahen God calleth you, be 
vou not aſhamed to tay, you will not come? when poll 
chould returne to God, will you excuſe vout ſelte, and 
ſay that pou bee nat ready? Conuder earacity with 
pour lelues, howe litle ſuch fained excutes all auatie 
betoꝛe God. They that refulzd the featt in the Selpel, 
becauſe they had bought a F arme, oꝛ would trie their 
pokes of oxen, oꝛ becauſe they were married, were not 
lo erculed, but counted unwoꝛthie of the heauenlo 
fcalt.

And in Cathedrall or Collegiat Churches, u here be many Miniſters and Deacons, they ſhal all receiue the Com- 
munion with the Miniſters euery Sunday at the leaſl,except they haue a reaſonable cauſe to the contrary, 
And to take away the ſuperſtition, which any perſon hath or might haue in the bread and wine: it ſhall ſuffice 
that the bread be ſuch as is vſuall to be eaten at the table with other meates, but the beſt and pureſt wheate 
bread that conuetiently may be gotten. And it any ot thebread or wine remaine, the Curate ſhall haue it to 


his one vie, 


The bread and wine for the Communion,ſhalbe pronided by the Curate and Churchwardens, at the charges of 
the Pariſh,and the Parith ſhalbe diſcharged ot ſuch ſummes of money, or other ductics, which kithe: to they 
haue payed for the ſame by order of their houſes euery Sunday. : g 

And note, that euery Pariſhioner ſhall communicate at the leaſt three times in the yeere, of which Eaſter to be 
one, and (hall alſo receiue the Sacraments,& other tites, ace ording to the order in this booke appointed: And 
yerely at Eaſter, euery Paruluioner (hal recken with his Parſon, Vicat, Curate, ot his or their Deputie or Depu- 
ties, and pay to them or him all Eccl-liaſticall dueties, accuſtomably due then at that time to be pay de.

O the ende that Confirmation may be miniſtred to the more edifying of ſuch as ſhall receiue it (according 
to S. Pauls doctrine, who teacheth that all things ſliould be done in the Church to the ediſication of the 


ame it is though: good, that none hercatter ſhall be confirmed, bur ſuch as can ſay in their mother tongue the 
Articles of the faith, the Lords prayer, and the ten Commandements, and can alſo anſwete to ſuch queſt ons of 
this ſhort Catechiſme, as the Eiſhoppe (or ſuch as he ſhall appoint) thall by lus diſcretion appole them in. And 
this order is molt conuenient to be obſerued, for divers — 

Firſt, becauſe that when children come to the yeeres of diſcretion , and haue learned what their Godfathers 
and Godmothers promiſed for them in Baptiſme, they may then chem ſclues with their owne mouth, and wich 
tha owne conſent, openly before the Church,ratifie and confirme the ame: and alſo promiſe that by the grace 
of God, they will euermoreendeuour them (clues faithfully to obſerue and keepe ſuch things as they by their 
one mouth and confeſlion haue aſſented vnto. ö 

Secondly, foraſmuch as Confirmation is miniſtred to them that be baptiz ed. that by impoſition of hands and 
prayer, they may receiue ſtrength & defence againſt al temptations to ſinne, & the aſſaults of y world & the deuil, 
it is moſt meete to be miniſtred when childien come to that age, that partly by the frailtie of their ow ne fleſh, 
partly by the aſſaults of the world and the deuill, they begin to be in danger to fall into ſundry kindes of ſinne. 

Thirdly. for that it is agreeable with the vſage of the Church in times paſt, whereby it wasordeined that Con-

lefle. So men are bound to loue their owne wines, as 
their owne bodies. Hee that loucth his owne wike, lo⸗ 
ueth himſelfe: Foꝛ neuer did any man hate his owne 
fleſh, bit noutiſheth and cheriſheth it, euen as the Loꝛd 
doeth the congregation, foz we are members of his bo⸗ 
dy, ot his fleſh, and of his bones. Foꝛ this cauſe ſhall a 
man leaue father and mother, and ſhall be topked ta 
his owne wife, and they two ſhalbe one fleth. This mi⸗ 
ſterie is great, but J ſpeake of Chꝛiſt. and of the con- 
gregation. Neuertheleſle, let euerp one of pou fo loue 
his owne wife, enen as himſelke. 

Like wiſe the ſame Saint Maul writing to the Coz 
loſſtans, ſpeaketh thus to all men that be married, Ve 
men, louie your Biues, and be not bitter vnto them. 

Deare alio what Saint Peter the Apoſtle of Chziſt, 
which was himſelf: a married man, ſaith vnto all men 
that are married, Ne hulbands dwell with pour wines 
accoꝛding to knowledge, giuing honoar vnto the wite, 
as vnto the weaker veſſell, # as heires together of the 
grace of lite, ſo that your pꝛavers be not hindered. 

Hitherto pee haue heard the duetie of the Huſband 
toward the wife. Nowe likewiſe pee wines, heate and 
learne pour duetie towards pour hal bands, euen as 
it is plainel [ct foꝛth in the hol Seripture. 

Saint [Paul (in the foren amed Epiſtle to the E⸗ 
pheſtans) teacheth vou thus: Ne women, ſubmit your 
ſelues vnto your owne huſbandes, as vnto the Loꝛde. 
Fo: the huſband is the wiues head. cuen as Cheiſt is 
the head of the Church, as hee is alla the Sattour of 
the whole body, 

Therefaze as the Church oꝛ Congregation is ſub⸗ 
iect vnto Chꝛiſt: Do likewiſe let the wille s allo bee in 
ſubiectian vnts their own huſbands in al things. And 
againe he ſaith, Let the wife reuerence her huſband. 
Andlin his Epiſtle to the Colofltans)S. Paul giueth 
pou this ſhoꝛt leſſon. Be wities, ſubmit pour ſelues vnto 
pour owne hulbands, as it is conuenient in the Loꝛd. 
Saint Peter alſo doeth inſtruct you verp godly, thus

£22 what cauſe ſoeuer this ſickneſle is come vuto you, 
whether it be to trie pour patience foz the example of 
other, and that pour faith may be founde in the dap of 
rhe Loꝛd laudable, glo2tois, and hono.irable, to the 
encreaſe of glozy and endleſſe felici:ie, oꝛ elle it be ſeut 
vnto pou to cozrect and amende in you whatſoeuer do⸗ 
eth offend the eyes of pour heauenly father:RKnow poi 
certainely,that if you truely repent pou of pour ſtnnes, 
and beare you ſickueſle patiently, truſting in Gods 
mercie, foꝛ his deare lonne Jeſus Chuſtes lake, and 
render vnto him humble thankes fo: his fatherly vitt- 
tation, ſubmitting pour ſelte wholly to his will, it ſhall 
turne to your pꝛolite, & helpe pou fozward in the tigut 
way that leadeth vnto euerlaſting life.

ſo euer by any maner of aduerſitte it ſhall pleaſe tis 
gratious goodneſle to viſite vs. And there ſhould be no 
greater comfozt to Chꝛiſtian perſons, then to be made 


him, & if he haue offended other, to aske them forgiue- 
neſſe, and where he hath done iniurie or wrong to any 
man, i he make amendes to the vttermoſt of his power, 
And it hee haue not aſore diſpoſed his goods, let him 
then make his will, and allo declare his debts, hat hee 
owech, and hat is owing vnto him, for diſcharging ot 
his conſci:nce, & quietnes of his executours, But men 
muſt be oft admoniſhed that they ſet an order for their 
temporall goods and lands, when they be in health. 

Theſe wordes before rehearſed, may be ſayde before 
the Miniſter begin his prayer, as he (hall ſee cauſe.

7 Deſtruction and vnhappineſſe is in their wapes, 
and the way of peace haue they not knowen:there is no 
feare of God befoꝛe their eyes, 

8 Dane they no knowledge, that they are all ſuch 
workers of milchieke : eating vp mp people as it were 
bzead? . 

And cal not vpon þ Loꝛd.there were they bꝛought 
in great feare (euen where no feare was: ) foꝛ God is 
in the generation of the righteous,

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warre: and maketh my way petfect. 

33 He maketh mp feete like hacts feete:and ſetteth 

me vp on high. | 

34 He tcacheth my hinds to txht:any mine armes 
{hal bzeake euen a bowe of ſteele. 

35 Thau hai giuen me the defence of thy ſaluati⸗ 

1n:thy rig h hand allo ſhal halde me vp, and thy lowitg 
coꝛrection :hal make me great. 

36 Thou ſhalt mike roome ynough vnder me koꝛ to 
gs: that my foateſteps ſhal not ſlide. 

37 J wil folawe vpon mine enemies, and ottertake 
them:netther wil J turne againe til J haue deſtroped 
them. 

38 J wil ſmite them, that they ſhalnot bee able to 
ſtand: but fall vuder my feete. - 

39 Thau haft girded me with ſtrength vnto the bat- 
tel: thou thalt thꝛow nowne mine enemies vnder me. 

40 Thou haſt made mine enemies allo roturne 
their backes vpon mee: and J hall deſtroy them that 
hate me.
